WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The chair laid 
before the senate the joint resolution of 
the legislature of Connecticut urging 
congress to pass, without unnecessary 
delay, a bill to provide for the presi- 
dential count. 
Tbe cbair also laid be- 
fore the senate a memoriiil from the state 
executive committee appointed by the 
constitutional conveiitiou of the territory 
of Dakota praying for tbe admission of 
Southern Dakota as a state and trans- 
mitting the draft of a constitution for 
the approval of congress.
